With central California crop es- 
timated at 17,500 cars—the great- 
est crop ever produced — Stanley 
Trueblood, manager of the Tulare 
County Fruit Exchange, points out 
that “every marketing day must 


be used” in order to get the crop-

He is optimistic in his analysis 
of market prospects, however, for 
he says that while Central Califor- 
nia, Southern California .Edison 
district and Arizona will have, in 
total, about 6,000 more cars to 
market than last year, the total 
number of cars will still be about 
3,000 less than was marketed both 
two years ago and three years ago. 

“Last year. cannot be. considered 
a normal year,’ Trueblood says. 
“And while we have.a record Cen- 
tral California crop indicated this 
year we will still have less fruit 
to sell in total than in those two 
recent years. We handled the fruit 
then at pofitable returns to grow- 
ers; there is no reason to believe 
we cannot do the same this year.” 

Trueblood said that it is antici- 
pated that 87 per cent of the crop. 
will go onto the fresh market; 
four per cent will be exported; 
nine per cent will go into by-prod- 
ucts.

carton, compared to 91 oranges a 
year ago.

Lots of places to hunt, both the 
natural forest and public domain 
for valley and mountain quail and 
chukar partridges. In these two 
categories (not parks) Stanislaus 
county has 19,000 acres; Merced 
11,750; Madera 410,000; Fresno 
1,097,800; San Benito 116,500; 
Tulare 1,003,600; Kings 5,500 and 
Kern county 1,206,900 acres. 

We hasten to add that there is 
no open chukar hunting season in 
Stanislaus, Merced, Madera or Tu- 
lare counties. 

Pheasant tags are required by 
every person who hunts this big 
game bird when the season opens 
this Saturday. Fish and game de- 
partment boys have done an excel- 
lent job in providing lots of birds 
and plenty of places to hunt them 
as well. 

In addition to the three water- 
fowl management areas in the val- 
ley (Mendota, Los Banos and Mer- 
ced), the same two state operated 
co-ops that were provided last year 
will again be available, the Fire- 


alr | paugh where 2,900 cock pheasants 


will be released throughout the 
season, and the Merced where 2,- 
200 birds will be liberated. No 
pen raised birds will be stocked on 
the three waterfowl areas as there 
is more than an ample supply of 
wild pheasants present. 

Pheasants will also be liberated 
on these areas which will be post- 
ed for hunters to recognize as be- 
ing open: 7 miles east of Turlock;
